■Osier Society Also Heard 
Speech on'"Mëtchnikoff 

Two paipers were delivered at the 
regular m<mlhly meeting of the ps\er_ 
Society last night in the Osier. Lll?- 
rary by C. L. Yuile and A. W. Lajpln, 
who prelsented papers respectively , on 
"Greek Médldne" and !'Metehhikoff .'' 
Tlie first papier on "Aiicdent. Greek 
Medicine'^ gave an account of medicine, 
in the early classical ; days. - At that 
time the mystic priest and Hoctbr were 
one person. Homer's works, contain 
'many references to medicine and sUr"- 
gery on a more scientific basis. In latér 
centuries medicine was placed hack' 
under the patronage of Apollo, and ot 
his mystical son Asklepios. The cult 
of Askleplads was .developed ' and In- 
cliided many, . temples . at ^Wch \ the 
priests eiffected^-cures! 

Hippocrates Father of Medicine 
Hlppccrates lived, during the fifth 
century B.C. and has been , called the 
Father of ■ Medibine, OUnder his ■ name 
are collected, a heterog'eneoiis group of 
fundamental works .based oii exjperi-' 
once, and , in which . .the . diagnosis ' of 
certain dlseM^;;TOn;cl made 
by. 'the ftiodeiii ' reàder. , In the third 
century B. pi Alexandria 'bèeame the 
centre of medical influence^ Great ad- 
vances were recorded in anatomy. The 
old theories wéfé based , on the four 
hûmoûrs^u^^ir, fire and water, 
tiietr dt^SEwnSmi resulthig in dis- 
ease. Hdropiillus and Erestratus con- 
tinuéd these investigations, and each 
added his own philosophical theories. 
. Greek medicine reached ..Rome .in 
the 1st centui^;' B.o; Eaçly"; '.leaders; 
were AsollpiadM'J^çhose; re was

A. W. Lapln va^B^^jgBsentcd the 
second paper on M rt cto ^ ff. .He was 
bom in 1845 Ini^^RusSHPuter. two 
years' study at University he gradu- 
ated at the age of .18. Influenced by 
Darwin's theory, .he made a greai 
contribution to zoology by discover- 
ing the "alternation of generations.'; 
By twenty-two he was a university 
professor at Odessa, and In 1871 he 
presented a valuable treatise on the 
anthropological relations between 
Mongolians and the early Caucasians. 

Met<*iiikoff's ; first., wife /dted early,; 
and in 1873>he man-led -â' girl :ol rl7i 
whom he said he might easily train to 
be his womanly ideal. She indeed 
proved both a great source of help and 
encouragement* and later gave the 
world bis biography. . 
' Soon after he first propounded the 
phagocyte theory, which explained the 
body's defense to bacteria as a diges- 
tion by certahi cells, the phagocytes. 
In 1888 he commenced to work at the 
Pa8teiir;Iiurtitutè;^^H«.i9ttUlél^^ 
on' pliàg<»5tpS'®p^^ 
teresting to note that this theory and 
Eriich's chemical theory of Immunity 
have been nearly coalesced hi one 
modem^thbugbt.
